CULTURE OF ROSES FOR BEST RESULTS 


Roses prefer a good garden loam with a plenti- 
ful supply of organic matter incorporated. Soils 
of this nature retain moisture well and roses like 
plenty of moisture but resent wet feet. Provide 
for drainage if the rose bed is located where 
water does not drain readily. 


If soil is hard or drainage poor dig out the 
rose bed to a depth of 2 feet and fill the bed with 
a few inches of stone in the bottom for drainage 
and cover the stones with fertile soil incorporated 
with Peat Moss, well Rotted Stable Manure or 
Dehydrated Manure. We recommend 65% fer- 
tile soil, 15% Peat Moss, 20% rotted manure. If 
dehydrated manure is used, reduce the amount 
of this to 3%. Where drainage is good, stone 
in the bottom is not necessary. 


Among the many treatments on the after care 
of Roses we recommend, Triogen, G & O Rose 
Food, Bone Meal and Peat Moss.
